,u nderitanding that the efforts at treaty i 
making between the United States anti j 
China will'await the action of congress : 
in tho matter of amending the Chinese 
exclusion act, in accordance, frith an ex- 
pectedV recommendation of 
President 
Roosevelt in his next annual message. 
So far there has been nter failure on the 
part of tho two governments to get to- 
gether on * treaty. 


Soon after China brought the treaty 


of 1S04 to an end, on the 8th of Decem- 
ber last, she presented the draft of a 
new treaty to the state department. 
This was turned over to the department 
of commerce and labor, which aas juris- 
diction of immigration matters.. When 
this department concluded with tho j 
treaty it was returned to the state dc- i 
partnient for transmission 
to China.. 


China utterly rejected the instrument in ; 
its modified form. Since that time no 
further st«ps have been taken in the 
matter, although tho understanding here 
is that China is preparing a new draft. 


That much has been dona to lessen 


the rigor of the exclusion act is accord- 
ance with the expressed wishes of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt is: manifest by the in- 
creased member of Chinese coining to the 
United States.. The record shows that 
in September twenty-three Chinese were 
admitted and but eleven rejectd. 
In 


September of last year the number ad- 
mitted wns 128 nnd the rejections eigh- 
ty-five. This, it is said, is the result of 
lessening the tension at the ports of 
entry.

Charles of Denmark 
Accept It When 


People Offer It, 


STOCKHOLM. Sweden, Oct. 2".—King 


Oscar has ileftnitely • »nd formally de- 
clined the offer of the Norwegian throne 
to a prince of the house of Bernadotte, 
a.nd in a letter to tho president of the 
storthing finally severs his connection 
with Norway. 
The letter, which 
is 


dated October 24th. is as follows: 


"After having, in the name of Swe- 


den, recognised Norway ns a state com- 
pletely separated from Sweden, I inform 
you of my decision to relinquish"- the 
crown of Norway, which, notwithstand- 
ing all niv good intentions, has given we 
in the course of years so many bitter 
care*. Moreover, I could no longer wear 
it to tho benefit of the country now that 
the illegal decision of tho Btorthing has 
rendered illusory even tho suspensive 
veto of the king. 
"But I desire only the welfare of -the 


country and the nation towards which 
I have entertained a sincere affection 
CTer since mv youth and to the happi- 
nrssi*of which it h»s always been my 
[heart's desire to contribute, so long as 
(tho means to that end could be reeon- 
i ciled with the duties entailed by my po- 
sition as king of both countries of the 
Scandinavian peninsula. 


"In view of th» turn the mutual re- 


lations between the two countries have 
taken I cannot think it would be con- 
ducive to the happiness of either Sweden 
or Norway that a prince of my house 
should accept an election to be king of 
Norway, 
Assuredly there would not 


fail to" arise in both countries a feeling 
of cistrnst which would operate as 
much ngainst him as against me. 
This 


distrust might only too easily become an 
obstacle to 
*he improvement of the 


mutual sentiments of the two nations, 
unfavorably separated henceforth •where- 
jbyll hop* to see pacific relations assured 
bttjiveea them in a not too-distant fu- 
turi. 
"I cannot therefore accept the storth- 


ing'* offer. 
I thank with sll my heart 


thos« who during my reign of thirty- 
three years have faithfully served roe 
and Norway and -who may even now en- 
tertain affection for their former king. 
In now bidding them farewell I cherish 
ainoere good wishes for them."

The Story of His Connection 


With the French Revolution . 


One of Failure, 


H. Morse Stephens cap be true to his 


historical conscience and still be tact- 
ful. 
He showed that in his lecture last 


night oa Lafayette. 


"I always feel a- certain delicacy,' 


said the speaker, "in addressing 1111 Am- 
erican audieuce on «u American hero. 
Republics arc proverbially ungrateful, 
but the charge of ingratitude cannot be 
urged in the case of Lafayette, who has 
Always been held in high and almost 
reverent esteem in this country. 
But 


there is a great deal of difference be- 
tween the hero of .the American Revolu- 
tion, and the man who failed in the 
French Revolution; and this failure call 
be pointed out without detracting from 
bis fame in the American Revolution.' 


With Unit prelude the audience was 


given the key-note of the lecture and 
wus, moreover, allowed to retain th 
Grammar school history conception ol 
Lafayette sr. far as his efforts for Am- 
erican independence. 
The attendance 


was good—in fact, nil tho lectures this 
year have been well attended. 


Marie Jean Paul,Roeh Yoes Gilbert de 


Metier, Marquis de Lafayette—that's 
the full name and title, 
lie came of a 


respectable family, was respectalfly edu- 
cated and a man of high moral charac 
ter. 
"But," observed the speaker in one 


of his amusing asides, " it is perfectly 
natural that a good man morally may 
be a. failure in politics." 
The fact that 


Lafayette wan left an orphan was sug- 
gested as a possible explanation of his 
characteristics later manifested. 
It i- 


almost impossible not to expect that 
such a young nobleman should be 
spoiled. He had been subject to no boy- 
hood restraints by parental anection or 
control. 


At 19, the young nobleman had wh's-t 


•would be satisfying to most men. A 
competence, happily married, established 
position and all that. 
Ho left all, dis- 


obeyed the court and escaped to oifer his 
sword to George Washington at the head 
of the insurgent colonies. 
The attach- 


ment between _ Washington and 
the 


young Frenchman was'described. 


Upon his return to France he founi' 


himself in a position likcily to turn his 
head. 
He was the hero of two 'woilds. 


The French opinion was, that he 'had 
won independence for tho Americans, 
aided by one George Washington. 
Ad- 


ulation was everywhere showered upon 
him, 
except at the court. 
It was not 


to be expected that the king and queen 
should share in this hero-worship of 
« 


man of so pronounced republican prin- 
ciples. 
It was Lafayette who in 1787 first 


proposed the summons of the States- 
General. He -was elected by the nobility 
of Auvergne, and became leader of the 
minority nobles, who desired to join the 
deputies of the Third estate. 
He wa> 


a type of the liberal French nobleman, 
led by experience m America to desire 
representative institutions in France. 
The basis of his failure lay in not rec- 
ognizing the fundamental difference be- 
tween the American colonists and the 
French people. 
The English colonists 


•were men who had for generations gor- 
erned themselves. 
The colonists gov- 


erned themselves from the!moment oi' 
their arrival; they had a judiciary based 
on the common law. 
The Frenchmen 


lad never governed thenjselves, 
nor 


ever elected anybody. 
,-. 


Lafayette was at the top of his fame 


when he was acclaimed commandant of 
:he National Guard of Paris. • Public 
opinion soon begun to set against him. 
Se alienated the "'common-people" by 
making of the National Guar.d a miudle- 
class force, swagger aucl^" handsomely 
miformed. 
This dress parade force of 


H>,000 was augmented by the French 
Guards of 6000, the real soldiers. 
The 


>amphlete<rs, the newspapermen of his 
irac, soon took advantage of the situ- 
ation to sharply criticise .him and even 
;o denounce him as no friend of liberty.
